The debates and the election. There are mixed emo¬ 
tions over the land about the televised debates between 
President Ford and challenger Jimmy Carter. Some people 
think the debates are too dull to matter. Others think 
they are very helpful in deciding which of these two 
men should be elected to guide this nation in the next 
four years. 

It was generally conceded that President Ford won 
the first debate and the instant coffee polls on the second 
debate on foreign policy appears to show that Carter won 
some 34 per cant to Ford’s 32 per cent with almost one 
third of the people mndeeided. 

Carter is now trying to win the election by claiming 
that the eastern European nations are more under control 
of the Russians than President Ford thinks they are, and 
is now trying to make political bay by blaming Presi¬ 
dent Ford for the recent one-tenth of one per cent drop in 
national employment. 

The fact is that no President is responsible for minute 
shifts in national unemployment. These figures go up 
and down almost every day, and always do, no matter 
who is President. The only thing any President can do 
do is to try to conduct national affairs so ttiat unem¬ 
ployment is kept as high as possible. Whatever any policy 
of government is adopted, it takes from six months to 
a year to produce tangible results in the job category. 

Whether or not the eastern European nations are 
under five per cent, ten per cent or any other figure Hinder 
control of the Russians is beyond control of the United 1 
States and the President of the United States, because 
tliis Russian control, to whatever extent it is, was estab¬ 
lished many years ago, and the United States can not 
change it short of a war with the Russians. 

It would be sad indeed if the American voters made 
their choice for President for such flimsy reasons as these. 
But I fear that the news media will try and promote these 
irrelevant issues as if they were real issues. 

A President of the United tSates, like every other 
person who work at a job, has a job description, ie. things 
he is obligated 1 to do to be a success. The job description 
of any President, is (1) to keep the country out of a war, 
and (2> tc improve the atmosphere of individual freedom 
in the United States. Any President who suceeds ir. ful¬ 
filling this job description is a good President, and this 
i s the measure the voters should use In making up their 
mind for whom to vote.
